5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: This 
invention deals with a cable section assembly of type having range of outer 
diameter between 0.5-0.75 inches, wherein the cable section assembly 
comprises a layer of adhesive material between a core and a casing, wherein the 
casing is formed of a thermoplastic heat shrinkable tube, wherein the 
thermoplastic heat shrinkable tube has a predetermined thickness of about 1/1 6 th 
inch (Claim 15). The above stated claim limitations, in combination with other 
claim limitations, is not taught or suggested by the prior art of record.
